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Wall Paper Trimmers 
“How to Select” 

In selecting a trimmer don’t be governed entirely by price. Sup¬ 
pose you can get an outfit for $3.00 and it won’t do the work—you 
are $3.00 out. Look into the merits of it and find out how long it’s 
been on the market; see if it isn’t some cheap thing made by a fly- 
by-night concern, who only expect to sell them once and the selling 
merit of it is ‘the printed dope with nothing else behind it—we have 
seen dozens of these concerns. 

Be sure and remember this: the straightedge is just as important 
as the trimmer and a cheap one looks a great deal like a good one, 
but the lumber is not in it, and again they try to fool you by saying 
it has a perforated steel back, etc., that absolutely holds it straight. 
That’s a joke; the perforated steel is about the thickness of 'galvanized 
iron and is no more benefit than if it wasn’t there, other than a talk¬ 
ing point to fool you. 

Just read on and it will be apparent to you why you want a gen¬ 
uine RIDGELY. It would be cheaper to you if we charged twice the 
price, as it will do the work. 

We would sell it for half the price if we could, but it costs more 
to make than imitations sell for. 

The straightedges that go with the Ridgely Trimmer are not a 
plain piece of wood 214 inches wide, but built ur> of five pieces of the 
best of white Pine and Redwood 3 inches wide */2 inch thick and ruled 
showing 14 inch, V 2 inch, 1 inch, and foot marks. The imitators can’t 
do this—it costs too much, but look at its convenience to you. It’s 
worth the price of a whole outfit of cheap stuff. Don’t you think so ? 

Our No. 10 straightedges has a piece of steel 114 inch wide 1-16 
inch thick imbedded in the wood. The imitators can’t do this so they 
tack on a piece of sheet iron, that’s of no earthly benefit.

It took us over twenty years to find 
the right kinds of pine and redwood that would pull against each other properly 
when they were put together with grains reversed, but we found them, and you 
can see the results in the reliability and durability of every edge we make. No 
cheap red birch or kiln dried lumber in any of our edges. Those shown below 
are all built up in sections of White Pine and Red Wood, with grains reversed, 
have three coats of shellac and all brass is set with screws.
